Think of all the people who 
are planning on buying an air 
conditioner tor their homes-next 
summer. This admittedly will 
make the immediate 
environment more “pleasurable” 
but a little reflection enables one 
to realize quickly that it is not 
good for the total environment 
— electricity must be generated 
to operate the air conditioner. 
This requires the use of fuel (a 
resource), the burning fuel will 
add both particulate and thermal 


pollution to the atmosphere, 
The similar instance could be 
cited -“to“\account for the 


eight-fold increase in the amount 
of electricity generated in the 


U.S. in the last forty years. 
That’s eight times as much 
electricity as we were using in 
1930. 


If it is not already too late, 
the basic question we must ask 
ourselves is “what kind of life 
style are we willing to accept in 
order to “protect our 
household.” 

Something is basically wrong 
when 6 percent of the world’s 
people is using 35-50 per cent 
of the world’s resources and 
this is what we in the United 
States are doing. So what can we 
do to protect our household? We 
conserve. We use things more 
efficiently. We ask for less. We 
accept the fact that we are 
subject to the same biological 
laws as all other organisms on 
the earth. We use renewable 

"resources wisely and examine 
very carefully the 
non-renewable resources. We 
practice all the things we were 
preaching last April 22 (Earth 
Day). The majority of the 
world’s ecologists say that even 
if we do all of the above,t will

We could achieve — zero 
population growth in the United 
States in 30 years if beginning 
now couples would — limit 
themselves to no more than two 
children.

The chief applicaton that 
must be made is the Parents’ 
Confidential Statement that is 
submitted to Princeton, New 
Jersey. The Assembly of the 
College Scholarship Service 
(CSS) developed the Parents’ 
Confidential Statement to help 
colleges and Scholarship agencies 
decide upon the amount of 
financial assistance to be given 
to a student. 

The second place that may 
be applied to is the college itslef. 
Many colleges have their own 
institutional applications for 
financial aid. However, these 
colleges also refer to the Parents’ 
Confidential Statement. The 
student must check with the 
college catalog to see when the 
deadline date is for the 
institutional application.

for student Personnel in the 
Administration Building.

The faculty o 
and students show a slight difference in opinion toward campus > 
activity. 82% of the students approve of strikes and moratoriums @ 
when issues are of great importance — only 51% of the faculty agree. 3! 


“T would support a limited moratorium (1-2 days) on classes for 
the purpose of meaningful discussion and enlightenment of students 
and faculty in issues which are of great concern to all. However, I 
would not support a strike which has as its objective the complete 
closing down of an institution over a prolonged period . . .”’ This is 
another faculty comment compared to the student who says, “J feel 
the college should be aware of what is going on. But taking over a 
college does not solve any problems, only makes them worse.” 

Asked if quiet protests are effectual and if more violent methods 
must be employed, “no” was the dominant answer. Says one 
Student, “The quiet protest would be more effective if the 
politicians would listen.”’ Another student stated his views by saying, 
“Usually violence is needed to make our assinine political leaders 
notice any displeasement among the so called ‘silent majority .’"-o 
this topic, the percentages went as follows: faculty-96% no, students 
— 85% no. 

Again, negativism shows dominance for both groups with an 
exact likeness of 77% each; political activity is not out of line on the 
campus. “Jf a person can carry on political activity while attending 
college, this is fine. Many curricula demand enough effort so that 
there is not enough time for full time political activity. Except for 
courses like Political Science, I do not approve of anything which 
decreases the efficiency of the student.” 

Toward the disruptive aspect, one said, ‘‘Political activity can be 
useful and educational on a campus without being disruptive to 


those activies which are important to others.” ; 


There was only an 8% difference between faculty and students 
for the question on Vice-President Agnew. 85% of the students do 
not feel Spiro Agnew’s approach in the discussion of national issues 
is appropriate, as to 77% of the faculty. “Agnew is creating serious 
polarity in our country, He has become an authority on most 
controversial issues and we must assume he speaks for the silent 
leader. He, like the infamous bumper sticker, offers only two 


yo 


alternatives — ‘Love it or Leave it’.
